EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is a statement of reason for the indication of allowance subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the combination of a wire bond 
pad having an exposed surface portion that is not protected by a passivation stack with 
a clean/pretreatment step on the an Al layer on the bond pad. A Ni/Au metallization on 
the Al layer and the metallic cap formed by the Ni/Au layer does not extend onto an 
upper surface of the passivation stack along with the other limitations in claim 1. 

A wire bond pad having an exposed surface portion that is not protected by a 
A passivation stack with a clean/pretreatment step on the Ti layer on the bond pad. A 
Ni/Au metallization on the Ti layer and the metallic cap formed by the Ni/Au layer does 
not extend onto an upper surface of the passivation stack along with the other 
limitations in claim 27.
